The  fact  that  the  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania  ever  existed  is  a  testament  to  the  courage  of 
a  handful  of  people  who  believed  in  the  intellectual  equality  of  women,  their  right  to  an 
education  and  the  contributions  they  could  make  to  improve  the  human  condition  through 
the  practice  of  medicine.  When  the  Female  Medical  College  opened  almost  150  years  ago,  the  myth  of 
inferior  female  intelligence  and  physical  frailty  was  promoted  by  many  segments  of  society,  including 
the  male-dominated  medical  community. 

Although  eighteen  other  institutions  opened  to  educate  female  physicians  by  1890,  they  dosed 
due  to  financial  difficulties,  mergers  and  dismantling  by  university  programs  or  simple  lack  of  support. 
For  a  period  of  seventy  years,  from  1899  to  1969,  our  institution  was  the  only  women's  medical  college 
in  the  Western  hemisphere.  Our  school  has  survived  prejudice,  World  Wars,  the  Depression  and  social 
upheaval,  and  has  always  represented  the  interests  of  women  in  medicine  in  a  unique  and  fervent 
manner.  The  history  of  the  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania  is  ,i  long,  rich  one -much  too  great  to  convej 
in  eight  pages.  Having  said  this,  the  following  is  a  pictorial  tribute  in  appreciation  of  the  humble,  yet 
incredible  early  years  of  our  soon-to-be  Alma  Mater.

The  charter  for  the  Female  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania  was  approved 
March  11, 1850  making  it  the  first  medical  school  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
educating  women.  The  first  classes  were  held  at  227  Arch  Street  on  October  12, 
1850,  with  eight  candidates  for  MD  and  six  students  at  the  Homeopathic  Medical  College 
(now  Hahnemann).  We  have  a  tie  with  Hahnemann  dating  back  148  years!  In  1861,  a 
house  was  rented  on  North  College  Avenue  for  $300  a  year  to  serve  as  the  hospital  for 
women  in  medicine.  Circa  1867,  the  name  was  changed  from  the  Female  Medical  College 
to  the  Woman's  Medical  College  to  maintain  uniformity  of  nomenclature  with  the 
Woman's  Hospital  teaching  site.

rees  in  1850  were  $10  per  professor  of  which  there  were  six,  matriculation  fee  was  $5,  and  gradu- 
ation fee  was  $15.  Initially,  there  were  two  sessions  of  three  months  each,  after  students  had 
completed  two  years  of  training  with  a  medical  preceptor  prior  to  entering  medical  school.  This 
began  to  change  in  1874,  when  the  foundation  for  a  three-year  course  was  laid.  Instead  of  private  instruc- 
tion in  the  office  of  a  practitioner,  a  college  preceptorship  would  be  required.  By  1885,  a  traditional  three- 
year  curriculum  was  in  place.  The  first  "memorization"  year  included  the  stud)  ol  anatomy  and  histol- 
ogy, as  well  as  the  commitment  to  memory  of  lists  of  pneumonia  therapies.  The  second  \  ear  emphasized 
"learning  to  think"  and  consisted  mostly  of  physiology.  The  senior,  thud  year  taught  medic  ine,  Burger)  . 
and  Obstetrics  &  Gynecology.  The  last  program  was  among  the  most  progressive  m  the  United  States, 
pioneering  in  prenatal  care.

The  early  years  of  medical  school  didn't  seem  too  much  different  than  today 
with  time  spent  between  lectures  and  labs.  The  Women's  Medical  College  in 
the  19th  century  differed  from  co-ed  institutions  in  its  dedication  to  teaching 
women  all  aspoects  of  medicine.  In  other  institutions,  women  were  sometimes  made  to 
sit  behind  screens  for  modesty.  Another  prominent  medical  institution  did  not  permit 
women  to  examine  men  below  the  neck.

Clinical  instruction  has  always  been  the  mainstay  of  medical  education  at  MCP. 
By  1869,  WMC  students  attended  the  clinics  of  Wills  Eye  Hospital.  Also,  Dean 
Marshall  established  a  South  Philadelphia  Out-Obstetric  Clinic.  In  1896  it 
becam  a  maternity  hospital,  where  senior  medical  students  personally  attended  to  eight 
obstetric  patients  as  a  requirement  for  graduation.

Did  someone  say  free  time?  The  facilities  may  have  changed,  but  studying 
has  remained  the  time  consuming  factor  for  all  students.  Of  course,  there 
has  to  be  time  off  for  relaxation;  be  it  sparring  with  swords,  playing  a  little 
basketball,  or  these  days,  hanging  out  at  Arena's.  The  goal  during  all  stages  of  our 
school's  history  was  the  graduation  of  well-rounded  physicians  who  could  enjoy  other 
aspects  of  life  outside  the  hospital.

The  female  Medical  College  was  an  international  endeavor  from  the  first 
announcement  of  the  Opening  Session  in  1850.  The  first  foreign  graduate, 
Frances  Mitchell,  responded  to  a  printing  of  this  FMC  advertisement  in 
England.  Students  would  come  from  all  over  the  world  for  the  opportunity  to  study 
medicine.  In  addition,  by  1860,  Alumnae  were  persuing  postgraduate  education  in 
such  presitgious  institutions  as  the  Ecole  de  Medicine  in  1  ran*

atrian  in  Years  Gone  By 


The  first  yearbook  of  the  Woman's  Medical  College  of 
Pennsylvania,  The  Scalpel,  was  printed  in  1911. 

The  Iatrian  was  actually  a  school  magazine,  its  name  being 
derived  from  the  Greek  work  "iatros,"  meaning  physician. 
The  last  issue  of  the  magazine  (June  1914)  was  printed  as  a 
"Senior  Number"  dedicated  to  the  Class  of  1914.  An  editorial 
in  the  previous  issue  described  it  as  "a  large  double  number, 
devoted...  to  personalities  and  events  dear  to  1914,  interesting 
we  hope  to  alumnae  and  students  as  was  The  Scalpel  of  1911." 
That  would  make- it  the  "first"  Iatrian  yearbook,  which  did  not 
begin  as  an  annual  yearbook  until  1956. 

Traditionally,  graduating  student  portraits  and  biographies 
have  been  included,  along  with  class  histories  and  highlights, 
organizations  and  activities.  We  hope  that  the  1998  issue  of 
The  Iatrian  will  provide  you  with  lasting  memories  of  your 
medical  school  years  at  the  Medical  College  of  Pennsylvania.
